A list of 
“talking points” on why she should 
not be ousted has been circulated 
on Capitol Hill, and key lawmakers 
have phoned Regan to express sup- 
port for Heckler.

“Larry Speakes said a 
Washington Times report that a fi- 
naf decision had already been made 
hy the president to foree Heckler to 
shift to the job of ambassador to 
Ireland was “incorrect.”

“She remains as the secretary of 
HHS and there have been no dis- 
cussions at the top level of the 
White House . . . meaning the pres- 
ident or Regan, with her, about any 
change in her position,’ Speakes 
said.

Heckler also got a strong expres- 


sion of public support yesterday 
from Senate Labor Committee 
Chairman Orrin G. Hatch (R-Utah). 
“I think she has done a terrific job,” 
Hatch said, adding he is “outraged” 
by attacks on her performance and 
administrative abilities by “White 
House leakers.” 

For months thére have been re- 
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ports from the White House, which 
the president has repeatedly de- 
nied, that Heckler would be re- 
placed by former undersecretary 
John A.-Svahn or former undersec- 
retary David A. Swoap. 

Regan has been highly critical of 
her performance and has indicated 
to White House colleagues that he 
would ‘be pleased if she would re- 
sign and shift to an ambassadorship. 

The key question is whether the ] 
president, who has often been re- 
luctant to fire his own appointees, 
has given Regan a go-ahead to force 
Heckler out. “If Regan had a strong 
hand and a go-ahead from the pres- 
ident, he would have called her in 
yesterday and fired her,” said one 
Heckler supporter. __ :

Per our conversation, by all means please release to the 
Department of Justice my official travel records for the period from 
1970 to 1975 as outlined in their request to you. I will cooperate with 
the Department should there be other inquiries in this connection. 


In 1967, when I first came to Congress, I frequently drove 
back to the district thus establishing the procedure for claiming 
mileage. At that time the allowance provided for only four trip 
payments though I both flew and drove many more times than that. 


It was then a generally held interpretation, under which I 
- functioned, that travel reimbursement could be claimed based on either 


mileage or ai vided that a bona fide trip to the district had 
been taken. in his Wall Street Journal article on the 


travel allowance, also concedes that this has been the general, though 
erroneous, understanding. 


In claiming reimbursement, my secretaries carefully reviewed my 
schedule to be certain that trips to the district actually had been 
made to avoid duplicate reimbursement. Since I make more than 40 trips 
home a year, only a portion of which are reimbursed by the government, 
filing for reimbursement became a routine clerical function once my 
calendar had been carefully reviewed. 


When I was informed that my travel claims were based on 

a misunderstanding of the rules, however widely held, my staff and 

tax attorney computed the overage in the amount of $1,919.04, which I 

refunded to the House within three days of the matter having been 
brought to my attention. My records indicate that from 1970 to 1975, 
ae I had official travel expenses of $23,239 and was reimbursed only 
$11,023 by the government. Thus I personally paid more than $12,000 

for official travel.

As of now, the large 
companies are keeping most of the sur- 
charge. 

With 100 percent to begin on gross reve- 
nue, The company divides 1.15 percent to 
roll out surcharge. The company pays to the 
contractor 12.5 cents as of February 10, per 
dispatched mile which does not equal to the 
money they are taking away from the inde- 
pendent trucker. 

The company’s expenses are made up of 
cargo and Hability insurance. taining 
offices to collect freight charges. 

The owner-operators then have to pay 
their own workman’s compensation. -Our 
company deducts 4.3 percent workman’s 
compensation.

Miscellaneous 


The results of an FBI records check concerning Ms. Heckler 
were previously provided to you in a communication dated January 12, 
1983, which stated, in part, that Ms. Heckler was the subject of a 
limited investigation by the FBI in 1976. This investigation was 
predicated upon a newspaper article which appeared in the "Wall Street 
Journal" on April 30, 1976, alleging that some members of the 
United States House of Representatives regularly filed false expense 
accounts for travel between Washington, D. C., and their home districts, 
thereby collecting more money from the government than their trips 
cost them. Among those members of Congress named was Representative 
Margaret Heckler of Massachusetts. 


The results of our limited investigation were furnished to 
the Criminal Division of the United States Department of Justice for 
a prosecutive decision. This decision is not given in our files; 
however, an article appearing in the October 28, 1976, issue of the 
"Birmingham Times," Birmingham, Alabama, stated that the Justice 
Department would not prosecute any of the members of Congress for 
allegedly overcharging the government for travel expenses stating 
that restitution, where appropriate, had been made. 


During the course of the current investigation, an 
individual, who requested confidentiality, advised that he/she 
would not recommend Ms. Heckler due primarily to the events out- 
jined above. This individual also advised that he/she did not 
have first-hand knowledge regarding the alleged overcharging of 


travel : r, he/she advised that a former staff ee 
member, would have first-hand knowledge. ise 
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was subsequently interviewed and he b6 
commented entirely favorably regarding Ms. Heckler, her character, b7C 
associates, reputation, and loyalty. He also advised that 
Ms. Heckler had been exonerated from the charge and he highly 
recommended her for the position to which she has been nominated.
